Of  the  elements  which  comprise  the  entity  Davidson  College,  the  students  are  most  important.  They  arrive 
from  many  different  places  bringing  with  them  many  different  ideas,  educations  and  customs.  But  from  the 
moment  they  arrive,  they  may  forever  use  Davidson  as  a  part  of  their  title. 

As  a  member  of  the  Davidson  student  body,  they  learn,  play,  and  question  the  game  of  college,  abiding  by 
the  rules  that  one  must  study  for  grades,  one  must  hold  as  many  offices  as  possible,  one  must  shun  religion, 
one  must  never  allow  emotion  to  prevail,  and  one  may   question  and  mock  everything.

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When  the  student  is  apart  from  the  crowd,  he  allows  himself 
to  think,  talk  or  joke  about  Davidson.  It  is  then  that  he  ques- 
tions his  purpose  in  life,  wonders  what  his  career  should  be, 
and  estimates  what  he  has  learned  and  accomplished.  In  that 
moment,  alone,  he  leaves  the  game,  looks  at  it  and  himself, 
and  is  shamefully  conscious  that  he  has  grossly  underesti- 
mated the  goals  he  must  attain  in  order  to  be  a  well  educated 
man.  In  these  moments,  alone,  the  student  has  realized  his 
failure  and  has  made  himself  more  aware  of  the  ideals  he 
must  fulfill.  He  will  once  again  attempt,  no  matter  how  fruit- 
lessly, to  succeed. 
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The  Freshmen  arrive  new,  hurried,  seeking 
immediate  acceptance  but  gaining  it  solely 
from  their  peers  who  display  the  same  red 
stigma.  Their  continuous  questions  in  the  first 
person  concern  courses,  professors,  fraterni- 
ties, and  on  and  on  all  year.  They  watch  and 
overhear  the  game  being  played  throughout 
the  year,  but  they  have  brought  too  much  of 
home,  high  school,  religious  faith,  and  love  of 
life  to  be  accepted  as  players. 

They  comprehend  the  rules  by  means  of 
their  questions,  but,  the  upperclassmen  warn 
them,  they  must  practice  and  conform  to 
become  proficient.  It  takes  time,  for  most,  a 
year,  for  they  often  forget  the  rules  of  the 
game  and  become  homesick,  or  excited  by 
childish  water  fights  and  cap  burnings.  Few 
lose  their  naivete  early,  and  it  requires  time 
for  experimentation,  invention  and  self-apprais- 
al before  they  are  able  to  master  the  subleties 
and  complexities  of  the  game.

Each  year,  a  number  of  foreign  students  are  sent  to  Davidson 
as  a  part  of  the  English  Speaking  Union,  as  Richardson  scholars, 
and  as  scholars  connected  with  other  programs.  They  are 
welcomed  warmly  at  first,  attend  certain  classes,  socialize  at 
different  fraternity  houses,  and,  in  general,  watch  the  game 
of  college  as  it  progresses  through  the  year.  It  is  hoped  that 
the  foreign  students  will  gain  friends  and  begin  to  comprehend 
a  concept  too  few  Americans  understand,  the  American  way 
of  life. 


Although  we,  the  students  live  in  a  world  of  international 
relationships,  we  fail  to  recognize  that  we  may  learn  from  the 
foreign  student  his  culture  and  ideas  while  teaching  him  ours. 
But  when  we  have  spoken  to  these  men  more  than  once,  we 
leave  them  alone.  They  huddle  together  for  companionship, 
for  we  will  not  take  time  out  from  our  game  to  understand 
their  ideas. 


FOREIGN    STUDENTS 
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SENIORS 


Though  the  senior  finds  his  class  schedule  emptied  of  courses  required 
for  graduation,  his  hours  are  filled  with  graduate  school  interviews  and 
scholarship  applications,  job  interviews,  forms  for  assignment  and 
entrance  in  the  Army,  and  meetings  and  schedules  of  extracurricular 
activities.  He  discovers  quickly  that  he  must  fit  his  studying  and  social 
life  in  between  the  thousands  of  details  which  help  him  plan  and  decide 
what  he  will  be  doing  next  year,  and  when  he  will  be  doing  it. 


A  senior's  puzzle,  the  future,  includes  the  pieces,  past  and  present.  And  so  he  must  fit  the 
pieces  of  the  puzzle,  he  must  see  a  picture  of  his  future  clearly.  He  takes  the  past  and  finds 
in  it  his  major  and  grades,  his  extracurricular  activities  and  awards.  In  fraternity  bull  sessions, 
in  conferences  with  professors,  in  interviews,  and  in  letters  and  phone  calls  he  is  advised  and 
finds  the  present.  And  then  alone,  he  fits  these  pieces  of  what  he  can  and  what  he  ought 
with  his  own  opinionated  piece— what  he  wants  to  do.  He  completes  the  puzzle.  But  the  senior 
will  tear  apart  and  fit  together  the  pieces  many  times  before  he  sees  any  clear  picture. 
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After  graduation,  the  senior  finds  time  to  evaluate  his  college  achievements  and  to  look  at  his  future.  He 
realizes  that  he  has  had  little  time  during  the  past  year  to  play  the  game  of  college  and  wonders  whether  the 
game  taught  him  anything  about  himself  or  was  even  adequate  preparation  for  this  ending  and  beginning. 
It  does  not  seem  as  important  as  he  first  thought,  and,  perhaps,  if  he  had  not  played,  it  would  not  have  made 
any  difference.  But,  he  rationalizes,  can  a  student  accomplish  anything  without  the  game?
